“Union men always bear in

Cincinnati, Sept. 7th. 
The particulars of Sherman's operations to 
the 2nd: On the 30th ult. the 4th and 23rd 
corps struck the Macon road five miles beyond 

East Point junction, while the army of Ten. 

nessce and Kilpatrick’s cavalry were bravely 

skirmishing with the enemy on our right, driy- 
ing them across Fliat river and towards Jones- 

boro. The L5th corps took possession of a 

prominent hill, which was the key to the ene- 

my's position. The other corps formed on the 
right and left, The 16th, somewhat retired, 
formed on the extreme right, with the 17th on 
iis left, the 14th and 23rd corps forming the 
connecting Tine and extending beyond the 
railroad on the left. The 15th corps spent the 
night in eotrenching. The next day before 
the rigbt and left flanks bad taken up their ad- 
vince position, the enemy. burst in masses cn 
the 15th corps. but they were steadily and re- 
peatedly repulsed, Tesing severalgencral off- 
cers, including Maj.-Gea. Anderson, mortally 
wonaded, and five Cols. and Majora wounded 
and taken prisoners, inclading 1,000 rank and 
file killed and wounded. Our loss was light, 
our men fighting from behind breastworks. 
The next morning the 14th corps marched 


along the railroad destroying the track for 
several miles. At 4 «o'clock it took position 
on the left of the 16th corps, which was form- 
ed io line of battle. ‘The enemy had entrench- 
ed themeelves in front of the 14th corpse, which 
was orlered to assanit them. Thecavalry and 
infunt-y steadily advanced under a severe fire 
of musketry and artillery, and after a desper- 
ate conflict of two hours drove the enemy 
from their works, capturing two batteries, (one 
of them Loomis battery, captured at Chicka- 
mauga ) some battle flaya, and a lagge num- 
ber of prisonere, ti ing Geo. Gavin and 
his Adjutant ; Brig. Gen. Cummings was mor- 
tally wounded. While the 14th corps was thas

New York. Sept. 5tb. 

The U.S. frigate Niagara seized the rebe! 

pirate steamer Georgia, within twenty miles 


her to New York. The Nisgara landed tha 
Captain and crew of the Georgia at Dover. 
The Georgia, when seized, was nnder the 
British flag, and her Captain entered a protest 
against the seizure. The event excited much 
controversy. and it is rumored that the cap- 
ture was effected nader consent of the British 
government. There is much difference of 
opinion as to the legality of the capture, but 
generul satisfaction is expressed. 
Louisville, Sept. 6th. 

General Ewing, commanding the District of 
Western Kentucky, issued an order_on the 
29th of August, requiring the Judges of the 
Quarterly Conrts of each county, to call to- 
gether Juries comprising the Connty Court, 
and direct them to levy npon tax payers a 
sufficient sum, to arm. mount and pay fifty 
men raised within such county, and to main- 
tain them notil further orders. Whereupon.
